Legislative Program At 


Un-American Inquiry

WASHINGTON, Dei-. 8— The Vet- 
erans of Foreign W ars suggested 
an 11-point legislative program to­ 
day to eliminate “the danger from 
foreign ‘isms’ ” 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Eugene

Antwerp, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the organization, 
outlined the program in testimony 
before the house comm ittee investi­ 
gating un-American activities. 
“Au effective, mechanized, motor­ 
ized national defense with adequate 
trained reserves and equipment and 
material of all kiuds, is. we believe, 
of the first Importance in Ameri­ 
ca's preparation against unwanted 
war, as well as for any such war as 
might come upon us.” Van Antwerp 
said. 
Specific Proposals Made 
Van Antwerp m ade these specific 
legislative proposals: 
Require a ll . organizations 
with 
dues-paying m em bers in more than 
one state which distributes litera­ 
ture in more than one state to file 
with the. Library of Congress its 
constitution, statem ent of purposes, 
nam es of officers, financial sta te ­ 
ment aud a sum m ary of its activi­ 
ties during the preceding year. 
Require filing with the library 
copies of newspapers, magazines, 
books and pam phlets issued by any 
corporation, association, society or 
other organized group. 
Dissolve 
secret 
organizations 
which advocate force or violence 
to advance ibeir purposes. 
Make it a 
crime 
to advocate 
overthrow 
of 
the 
United 
States 
government. 
Withhold federal appropriations

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JAPAN, ROSSI* CLASH 
OVER FISHING RIGHTS 


Soviet Also Demands Rail 


Sale Payments Be Made

MOSCOW. Dec. 8.—A serious dis 
pule developed today between the 
Japanese and Soviet Russian gov­ 
ernments. 
The dispute revolved about Ja p ­ 
anese agitation for extended fish­ 
ing rights in Siberian w aters under 
Russian control. 
It was intensified 
by a Russian demand for payments 
In connection with sale of the Chi­ 
nese eastern 
railway in 
1935 to 
Manchukuo. 
T ass (official Russian news agen­ 
cy) said that Foreign Minister Lit- 
rinoff on Nov. 25 told the Japanese 
am bassador, Shigenoro Togo, that 
Russia cannot “begin negotiation* 
on 
conclusion 
of new 
long-term 
fisheries convention before the Jap- 
janese government fulfills at least 
its undertakings as regards the Chi­ 
nese 
eastern 
railway 
paym ent*” 
due from Manchukuo, the Japanese 
protectorate. 
Litvlnoff contended a Japanese 
note of March 23, 1935. assured co­ 
operation in collecting for Russia 
payments due from Manchukuo. 
"Despite 
numerous 
reminder*,” 
Litvlnoff said, “the Japanese gov­ 
ernm ent does not fulfill its guaran­ 
tee, although the term of payment 
expired long ago.”

Dec. 8.—America s 
business giants, gathered here for 
the Congress of American Indus­ 
try. took time out today from the 
roar of production and distribution 
problems to listen to a tm© in­ 
dividualist—the farmer.

this peace will be again un attempt 
to get the French government to 
p u t into effect, the decrees that M. 
Bonnet tried to write Into the eco­ 
nomic program of M. Paul Raynaud. 
Those decrees provided for secret 
trials in cases that might “have 
international repercussions." They 
provided that it “would become an 
offense to criticize the bead of a 
friendly state.” They amount, in 
fact, to giving the German govern­ 
ment a veto power—through the 
French government — over the 
French press. 
Give 
the 
German 
government 
that power and France can build 
two airplanes to Germany’s one 
and still be totally disarmed. 
It amounts to a guaranty that 
the word will not be used to criti­ 
cize any policy of tho German gov­ 
ernment whatsoever, for Germany 
and its fuehrer are one. 
There is no reciprocity iii this. 
The German government will gladly 
give its consent not to allow its 
press to criticize the head of any 
friendly state—provided, of course, 
that that head is friendly to the 
present German government. 
The 
German 
government 
will 
give no consent to refrain from 
criticizing the form of government 
of a friendly state, or to refrain 
from sending Its agents to sow dis­ 
sension in the midst of a friendly 
state, or to use its nationals to 
make propaganda against tho forms 
customs, aud social organization of 
a friendly state, or to attempt to 
buy, bribe, or intimidate the press 
of a friendly state, or to spend mil­ 
lions disseminating anti-Semitic and 
anti-labor propaganda in a friendly 
state, or to blackmail money out 
of the citizens of a friendly state, 
by, like kidnapers, holding inno­ 
cent victims of its terror as hos­ 
tages. in the hope of ransom money 
from abroad! 
It will not consent to abandon a 


policy 
which throws millions of 
penniless refugees loose upon other 
friendly states, exploiting thus, in 
the most cynical way, the humane 
Instincts of the rest of mankind. 
The present French-German bor­ 
ders will be “definitive.” But if a 
movement 
for 
“independence” 
should “spontaneously" arise in Al­ 
sace-Lorraine the German govern­ 
ment, of course, would recognize a 
new situation.

^flames As Protection

LONDON1—Installation of a RJI 
tom of giant, ^teel doors on both 
skies of the Thames to provost a 
wartime bomb from flooding Lon­ 
don’s subway system is boing con­ 
sidered by the London Passongor 
transport board that controls all 
local transportation. 
These massive barriers, weigh­ 
ing many tons each, would slide 
stmt In watertight bulkheads as 
soon as an air raid warning was 
received. They would be operated 
either by electricity or hydraulic 
power, with emergency equipment 
for closing by hsnd. 
One set of doors would be in­ 
stalled at Charing Cross station 
on the north side of the Thames, 
and the other at Waterloo station 
on the south side. It is estimated 
rte cost would exoeed 175,000. 
During the war scare, authori­ 
ties suddenly realized that a high- 
explosive 
bonib falling into the 
■ubway tunnel either through the 
Thames 
or 
anywhere near 
the 
river would have flooded the sub­ 
way system from Camden Town 
lh the East End to Morden in th* 
south, a distance of about thirteen 
miles.

pE K H A P S the greatest hoax in 
* 
the city's history was perpetrat­ 
ed in 1869. 
It was customary then to cele­ 
brate the erection of a new home 
or place of business with a "house 
warming.” These occasions were 
looked forward to eagerly. They 
m e a n t 
pleasant 
entertainm ent, 
dancing and lots of food. Everyone 
from far and near attended the 
socials. Residents, therefore, watch­ 
ed the erection of the new office 
building of the Vodrey pottery with 
much interest. 
The pottery earlier had suffered 
many 
financial losaes. John 
W. 
Vodrey, one of th© brothers In the 
firm, had died while serving his 
country. 
William and Jam es re­ 
mained to carry on the busineas. 
In 1869 when the new addition was 
built, they felt there was ju st cause 
to celebrate more elaborately than 
usual and a community dance and 
social were planned. 
Women of a church organisation, 
badly In need of funds, asked that 
they might have an entertainm ent 
in conjunction with the social. The 
firm consented and "Cit” Simms 
offered to obtain the performers. 
At this time the musical world 
was highly enthused over a troup 
of Swiss bell ringers who were 
touring the country. They were 
highly trained artists and the music 
they produced from their bells was 
nothing short of miraculous. The 
church women were excited when 
Mr. Simms told them he could ob-

entertainm ent. They left all the 
detail's to him. 
Barns, sheds aud fences were 
plastered with potters telling of 
the coming event. Tickets were 
printed and sold at 50 cents. A 
week before the appearance of the 
musical troupe the bouse was "sold 
out." 
The night of the show the new 
pottery building was ab late with 
light. Burning candles bordered the 
window sills, lamps swung from the 
celling or shone from wall brackets. 
Carriages, 
buggies 
and 
spring 
wagons lined both sides of College 
and Fourth sts. Women, emerging 
from the pinching days of the war, 
came dressed in new bright color­ 
ed gowns and gay flowered bon­ 
nets.

Off in tho dis­ 
tance came the soft tinkle of bells. 
The crowd waited breathlessly. The 
first bell ringer stepped

stage arm ed with a cow bell. A 
gasp went up from the audience as 
they recognised Jack Boyce of the 
Boyce Foundry on W alnut st. An­ 
other ringer with a copper dinner 
bell followed him. It 
was “Cit” 


after man, carrying cow bells, din­ 
ner bells, sleigh bells, hand bells, 
every type of bell small enough to 
bo carried. They began to ring 
them. A din of discordant tones fell 
on the ears of the startled listen­ 
ers. It was several m inutes before 
the significance of these men on 
the stag© become apparent. 
In the front rows of the audience 
sat the women of the sponsoring 
organization, dressed in their finest 
apparel. They rose as one and 
paraded /rom the room in high in­ 
dignation.
